SIU Country Column 


By Albert Meyer 


Dr. Walter J. Will*, marketing 
specialist at Southern Illinois Uni­ 
versity, believes that farmers will 
find cattle prices under some pres­ 
sure through March because the 
number of cattle on feed is great­ 
er than a year ago, and farmers 
have indicated they will market 
about 45 percent of these cattle 
during the first quarter of 1957 
Wills bases his assumptions on 
the ll. S. Department of Agricul 
ture’a annual report of cattle on 
feed January I. 
The number in 
the 
feedlots this year is 
from 
four to five percent more than in 
either of the last two years for 
the country as a whole. 
Illinois 
farmers had about eight percent 
more cattle on feed January I 
than a year earlier. 
The big three states in the cat­ 
tle feeding business are Iowa, JJU 
nois, and Nebraska in that order 
Iowa had more than twice the 
560,000 feeder cattle in 
Illinois 
feedlots 
January 
I. 
California, 
Minnesota, and Indian? followed 
in order behind Nebraska. 
There may be tome strengthen 
ing of the cattle market after 
March, but Wills thinks it doubt­ 
ful that there will be as much of 
a seasonal rise as the farmers en­ 
joyed in the summer of 1956. Last 
year farmers had marketed about 
half of their cattie on feed by 
the end of March. 
This year they 
will have about 55 percent left on 
feed at the end of the first three 
months. 
Undoubtedly, this is be­ 
cause increased numbers this year 
were put on the farms as calves 
or as lighter weight cattle and will 
be moving to market a little later 
than in 1956. 
Some dairy production figures 
from the St. Louis milk shed will 
point 
up 
the 
growing 
trend 
toward larger dairy herds and bet­ 
ter producing dairy cattle. 
For 
example, the average daily pro­ 
duction 
per 
producer 
in 
this 
region was 289 pounds in 1947. 
In 1955 this had increased to 376 
pounds, and last year the average 
daily output was 429 pounds per 
producer. 
Wills says this upward trend in 
pounds of milk per producer is 
evident throughout the country. It 
is but a p art of the agricultural 
revolution that is in progress un­ 
der pressure of increased operat 
ing costs and the growing effici­ 
ency of farm ing enterprises.

Illinois Farmers 
Only Halfway to 
Top Corn Yields 


URBANA—Illinois farm ers have 
made only a little more than half 
as much progress in boosting corn 
yields with soil treatm ents as they 
could make. 
A. L. Lang, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois agronomist, backs 
up this statem ent with 1956 yield 
figures from 2,239 corn plots on 
the 23 soil experim ent fields over 
the state. 
Lang points out that corn yields 
on all untreated soil plots aver­ 
aged 27 bushels an acre in 1956. 
On the plots where the best soil 
treatments 
were 
applied, 
yields 
averaged 97 bushels an acre. The 
average corn yield for all Illinois 
farms last year was 68 bushel* an 
acre.

'Parables of the K ingdom ' 


Matthew 13:31-52 
GOLDEN TEXT: “ The Kingdom 
of heaven is like unto a merchant 
man, seeking goodly pearls, who 
when he had found one pearl of 
great price, went and sold all that 
he had, and bought it.” (Matt. 
13:45-46) 
INTRODUCTION - 
A parable is 
a short story from which a moral 
or spiritual truth may be drawn. 
Jesus, the m aster Teacher, used 
parables in a most excellent way 
to teach moral and spiritual truths. 
Sometimes Jesus interpreted the 
parables he told. 
For example, 
the parable of the sower is inter­ 
preted by our Lord in Matthew 
13:18 23. 
However, 
most of the 
parables he used he left for each 
reader to interpret for himself. 
In the thirteenth chapter of Mat 
thew Jesus told several parables 
to teach lessons concerning the 
kingdom of heaven.

The mustard herb, or, tree 
was never intended as a nesting 
place for birds. 
Neither is Chris­ 
tianity meant to be a movement 
to include all people of the world. 
Only believers in che atonement 
of Christ for their salvation will 
ever be in the kingdom of heaven. 
II THE LEAVEN IN THE MEAL 
(V. J3) 
In the New Testam ent the word 
“leaven” is always used to picture 
evil. 
We have the same lesson 
taught here as in the parable of 
the mustard seed. 
The “ leaven” 
in the meal is like any evil influ­ 
ence that comes into any Chris­ 
tian group.

is influenced. 
“ Leaven” has 
a powerful influ­ 
ence.
